As far as 
mutual understanding is con- 
cerned, I am afraid the chal- 
lenge has not been met as vet.

A force of 1,000. policemen 
rushed to the ministry at 6 p.m. 
and succeeded in dispersing most! 

A smal crowd 
of rain-drenched leftwingers re- 
mained, however, and they were 
later joined by some 500 night 
school students. The demon- 
stration had not been broken up 
as of 1 a.m. this morning. 

They two students arrested at 
Zengakuren’s headquarters in 
downtown Tokyo were identifi- 
ed as Takehiko Matsuda, 23, of 
the Tokyo Education University, 
and Yasuhiro Ogawa, 22, of To- 
kvo University. Thev had been 
hunted by police since last Fri- 
day when warrants of arrest 
were issued. 

The two students are accused 
of violating traffic regulations. 
Police said they were respon- 
sible for a 40-minute traffic jam 
at the busy Toranomon section 
last Sept. 15 when the students 
Staged a parade in protest 
against the rating system. 

Reports from Osaka said 100 
Students converged on the edu- 
cation hall in Tennoji-ku. 

They demonstrated before the 
Osaka Prefectural Board of Edu- 
cation and later proceeded to

Tories Urge 
Tax Cut in 
Budget Plan 


The ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party yesterday completed and 
presented to the Government a 
rough budget draft for the fis- 
cal year beginning next April 1. 


This very preliminary budget 
plan or budget “outline” is sup- 
posed to guide the Government 
in its budget compilation work 
which will not be concluded 
until shortly before the 1959 fis- 
cal budget plan is presented to 
the Diet at the end of January. 


The party's budget plan called 
for materialization of the ¥70,- 
000 million tax reduction pro- 
mise made during last spring's 
general election campaign, the 
start during 1959 of an ambi- 
tious ¥1,000,000 million ($2,800 
million) five-year highway con- 
atruction project and the es- 
tablishment of a national an- 
nuity system. 


The plan was approved at a 
meeting yesterday of the party’s 
Executive Board. Takeo Fuku- 
da, chairman of the party's 
Policy Board, later gave a de- 
tailed explanation of the plan 
at a ligisom meeting of Govern- 
ment and party leaders, 


Finance Minister Eisaku Sato 
commented after the liaison 
meeting that he approved of the 
plan “in principle.” He added 
that it contained some “ques- 
tionable points, particularly re- 
garding expected Government 
revenues and the scale of Gov- 
ernment investments and loans.” 


The plan envisaged that an 
increase in the gasoline tax 
would get the highway project 
going. 

The national annuity system, 
to be enforced during the next 
fiscal year, will benefit aged and 
physically handicapped persons 
and widows and their families. 


The plan stated that emphasis 
should be placed on realizing the 
party’s public pledges and on 
stabilizing the employment 
situation. 

It also stressed the necessity 
of a balanced budget, the need 
to encourage foreign investors 
and “active utilization of private 
funds,” 


Foreign Minister Aiichiro 
Fujiyama is scheduled to return 
home today. Awaiting him is 
a troubled Liberal-Democratic 
Party. 

Fujiyama himself is greatly 
pleased with the result of his 
visits to Canada and the US.

Lloyd Calls for 
Immediate Halt 
To War in Strait 


Hopes Soar; Envoys 
To Continue Talks 


WARSAW (UPI)—U.S. Am- 
bassador Jacob Beam and Com- 
munist Chinese Ambassador 
Wang Ping-nan agreed Thursday 
to carry their Taiwan Strait 
crisis talks into a third week 
but gave no other sign of pro- 
gress. 


The next meeting will be held 
Tuesday. 


The five-day gap was the long- 
est yet between sessions of the 
ambassadorial talks here. 


It was believed that both sides 
were awaiting Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles’ statement 
Thursday night on America’s 
Taiwan policy and wanted an 
opportunity for full consulta- 
tions with their home govern- 
ments. 


The ambassadors met Thurs- 
day for 105 miuntes, the same 
length of time as their third 
meeting on Monday. 

There had been an atmosphere 


of pessimism as the talks reopen- 
ed Thursday afternoon at 3 p.m. 
(10 p.m. JST) and it was feared 
the ambassadors would reach 
complete deadlock in this ses- 
sion. 


However, the length of the 
meeting and the announcement 
of a new session on Tuesday 
brought more cheerful feelings 
among Western observers here. 


They said it indicated the 
ambassadors had found they 
still had room for negotiation, 
or at least that neither side was 
yet ready to accept the onus of 
breaking off the crucial talks. 


“Earlier, American diplomatic 
sources had indicated § the 
United States was not prepared 
to carry on the talks beyond 
the end of this present week, 
without some sign of progress. 

The fact that Beam and Wang 
were ready to carry on into a 
third week was regarded with 
optimism here.

Urges Peiping Recognition 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—Burma Wednesday urged the 
United States to recognize Com- 
munist China so it could sit 
down and talk with Peiping’s 
leaders about heading off a war. 


“Without recognition, negotia- 
tions are impossible, and with- 
out negotiations the U.N. will 
stumble from crisis to crisis 
until we all stumble into war,” 
Burma’s chief delegate U Thant 
told the U.N. General Assembly 
in a general policy speech, 

He said that the U.N.’s func- 
tion is to pass judgment in a 
dispute, and both parties must 
be heard in any conflict. Burma, 
he said, will not support any 
measures under which the US. 
“assumes the functions of a co- 
belligerent on one side, in any 
armed conflict, without hearing 
both sides.” 


India Seeking 
Dulles-Chou 
Talks on F.E. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(K yodo-Reuter) — India and a 
number of other “uncommitted” 
nations were reported here 
Thursday to be working actively 
for high-level talks between the 
United States and Communist 
China, aimed at easing the Ear 
East crisis. 

Vy. K. Krishna Menon, Indian 
Defense Minister and delegation 
leader, discussed the issue with 
a number of key diplomats 
Wednesday. 

The Indian minister was un- 
derstood to be eager to promote 
a meeting between U.S. Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
and the Red Chinese Prime 
Minister Chou En-lai, possibly 
in Geneva, in the belief that no 
real settlement could be reached 
unless negotiations were con- 


‘ducted at a much higher level 


than current 
talks in Warsaw. 

According to one unattribut- 
able source, Dulles himself 
might not be averse to a meet- 
ing with Chou, though the in- 
formant conceded that it would 
be difficult to “sell” the idea to 
the Pentagon and American pub- 
lic opinion as long as Chinese 
batteries continued to hammer 
Quemoy and Matsu. 

It was thought, however, that 
it might be easier to arrange 
talks at a somewhat lower level 
—for instance, between Robert 
Murphy, the State Department’s 
trouble-shooting undersecretary, 
and an official of similar rank 
from Peiping. .

Save Tokyo Family 


A housewife’s trained eye 
and nose saved her family from 
eating a deadly dish of rice 
yesterday. 

The rice contained potassium 
cyanide.

Court ViewsJones Death Room;

Joseph P. Crowley's man- 
slaughter trial moved to Tokyo’s 
Imperial Hotel yesterday for a 
three-hour on-the-spot hearing. 

Key defense witness Frede- 
rick M. Kissinger told the clos- 
ed session how he found Con- 
necticut socialite T. A. D. Jones 
Jr. lying: fatally injured in his 
suite at 5:30 a.m. May 8, 

Kissinger, a 62-year-old ac- 
countant from Maryland who 
accompanied Jones and Crowley 
to Japan on a business trip and 
shared their suite, said Jones 
had pulled a heavy lamp down 

on himself and was extremely 
drunk. 

The prosecution has charged 
that Jone, 45, was fatally beaten 
in a drunken brawl with Crow- 
levy, his brother-in-law and busi- 
ness associate, and died of a 
cerebral hemorrhage. 

Crowley, a husky, 49-year-old 
former Yale football star from 
Hamden, Conn., has pleaded in- 
nocent to the charges. 

The on-the-spot hearing fol- 
lowed a morning session in To- 
kyo District Court during which 
Kissinger testified that Jones’

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Feeble Pulse of Surviving Traditionalism

Modern Handicrafts in Traditional 
Style. Exhibition at the Shirokiya 
Store, Sth floor, Nihonbashi.

A modern Japanese Maecenas, 
who owns two Tokyo depart- 
ment stores (among many other 
things) has filled two art gal- 
leries with the best contempor- 


ary. pieces in the traditional 
styie. The intention was to 
show the present-day life-beat 


of an artistry 
Many centuries. 

In the grand manner of the 
Italian Renaissance merchant 
princes, their modern Japanese 
equivalent directed his quest to 
the most famous living painters 
and craftsmen, most of whom 
have been declared to be “living 


harking back 


cultural assets” to their coun- 
try, 

Each master has contributed 
one single piece to this most 
recherche collection. All works 
are for sale—at a princely 
price—and whatever will not 
be sold will presumably enter 
into the permanent collection 


of the sponsoring Maecenas. 
This sort of survey of surviv- 
ing traditionalism is exactly 
what historicminded people 
like me are always seeking. We 
want to know just how much 
Vitality remains in an old ar- 
tistry that we would like to 
have survive, in memory of its 


wonderful ancestry and in 
hopes of a fruitful progeny. 
When the historic sense is 


supplemented by an additional 
demand for pulsating creativity 
and evolutionary. change, mere 
continuity is not enough. 


That last critical demand is 
oniy feebly answered by the 
present selection of paintings 
and handicrafts. In both ex- 
hibitions the Jevel of technical 
skill and refinement of taste is 
extraordinarily high, but the 


creative spark is barely flicker- 
ing. In fact, it seems as 
though creativity were found in 
inverse proportion to the 
elegunce of materials and dec 
orative finesse. 

The craftsmen working with 
coarse pottery clay or with 
rough silk to be stenciled must 
of necessity add their keenest 
sensitivity and inventiveness to 
transform their simple -mate- 
rials to the intrinsic value of 
silver and bronze, while the 
workers in more precious stuffs 
can ride along on the polish of 
their wares, 

If I prefer the pottery of 
Hamada, Ishiguro and Kane-

shige, or the stenciled screen 
by Serizawa to all the lacquer, 
fine porcelain and glass here 
on display, I apply the same 
demand for creativity above 
elegance that also makes me 
pass by all the jewelled snuff- 
boxes and Russian Easter eggs 
devised in the workshop of 
Faberge. The poor, rich 

ple, alas, always pay so lavishly 
for the bad designs of their be- 
dizened decorations! 


The exhibition of crafts and 
objets d’art here fares better 
than the show of paintings,— 
4 particularly sad admission 
from one who would keep this 
tradition of “Nihonga” alive by 
wishful thinking. The inclu- 
sion of paintings by such living 
“old masters” as Selson Maeda 
and Keigetsu Matsubayashi in- 
dicates that this selection skim- 
med the top talents of the 
“Bijutsu-in” school. 

A uniformity of frames and 
size provides equality of presen- 
tation and keeps out the exhibi- 
tionist spirit by insisting on a 
format useful for home and 
drawing room. Again, this is 
just what I have been asking 
for a long time. I admit com- 
plete defeat. With the excep- 
tion of the above-mentioned 
artists (and rather attenuated, 
anaemic works at that), I walk- 
ed past the walls with a feel- 
ing of great despondency. 


Technically overskilled and 
decoratively over-refined, these 
paintings have far less anima- 
tion than the pots and screens 
of the handicraft show, Or 
does the pale weakness here 
hurt me more because I expect 
sc much more creativity from 
a painting, where the artist is 
entirely in command of all 
creative forces? 

There must be a complete op- 
position of standards between 
my Western eves and those of 
the Japanese connoisseurs who 
can accept these paintings as 
great art—who can admire 
time again the same luscious 
peaches in the same translucent 
bowl or the same lovely flowers 
in a colorful vase or the same 
seductive lady with her coy 
giance. 

This aspect of elegantly color- 
ful Nihonga appears to me as 
“drawing room art” and as a 
confusion between beautiful 
subject and fine painting. Let 
this sort of painting grace the 
mantle pieces of the “best peo- 
ple,” but to consider this as a 
transmission from a great past 
to a living present and a 
aynamic future is simply a mis- 
placed judgment of artistic 
health. There just is not 
enough vitality in the genes 
to promise offspring of living 
power. 

Luckily this is not all of 
Nihonga and I still place my 
bet that it will survive through 
another branch of the family— 
perhaps through a “bar sinis- 
ter” such as 1 find here and 
there, splashing away in ink or 
in colors that never won the 
approval of royal academies. If 
our Maecenas here were to look 
for himself, instead of leaving 
the choice to the tried and ap- 
proved old guard, his stimuiat- 
ing patronage might really 
bring forth an assured continu- 
ity from the “great past. 
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Offering the supreme 
quietude of the Im- 
perial Palace ground

Bihar, away from the din and 
bustle of life, was destined to 
occupy the unique position of 
the first President of the Indian 
Republic! The nation has again 
shown confidence in this savant 
by electing him for the second 
time to guide the destinies of 
the country. 

Rajen Babu or Babu 
President popularly Known, 
attracted attention even in Dis 
childhood bv his performance 
at the school, Each examination 
brought him a large number of 
prizes not only for his general 
proficiency but also for his 
skillful elocution and the 
masterly way in which he ex- 
pressed his ideas during school 
debates. Even at that age he 
showed the potentialities of a 
prominent parliamentarian. Na- 
turally his teachers developed 
extreme affection for his uncan- 
ny wisdom. As expected, Rajen 
Babu topped the list of success- 
ful candidates at the matricula- 
tion examination of Calcutta 
University which then servéd a 
wide area comprising the pres- 
ent States of Bihar, Bengal As- 
sam and Orissa. This perform- 
ance was repeated at the inter- 
mediate examination in science. 

Master of Law 

Who knows what marvels he 
would have achieved if he had 
continued his studies of science, 
The analvtical brain of a scien- 
tist is to be found in him even 
today. The members of his 
family, however, desired him to 
be a lawyer and he switched on 
to arts at the degree stage. 
Unexpected as it was, he secur- 
ed the first place at the degree 
examination as well, In due 
course, and with conspicuous

distinctions, Rajen Babu secur 
ed the M.A. B.L. and M.L, 
degrees. As a matter of fact, 
he was one of the first few 
Masters of Law and beat the 
record of the university. In 
those days, this examination 
was particularly stiff and Cal- 
cutta University never confer: 
red the M.L, degree unless it 
was satisfied that the candidate 
was really outstanding in law 
in all respects, But that was 
just like Babu. He never under- 
takes any work to which he 
does not devote his heart and 


soul and makes it a success in 
every way. 
While studying at Calcutta 


Prasad came in 
close touch with the Dawn 5o- 
ciety of Bengal. This society 
made a profound impression on 
him. The object of the society 
was to inculcate patriotism, love 
of knowledge, and a real sense 
of moral value in the young 
members. This contact kindled 
in Dr. Prasad the spirit of serv- 
ice which prompted him to 
establish a students’ organiza- 
tion in Bihar primarily with a 
view to creating a band of self- 
less workers for serving the 
country. Dr. Prasad with the 
wonderful. organizational ability 
which he possesses was able to 
get a band of promising young 
persons who later on fought for 
the country’s freedom. 
Forensic Talents 
Although Dr. Prasad began 
his career as a professor in the 
Greer Bhumihar Brahmin, now 
Langat Singh College at Muzaf- 
farpur, he did not stick long to 
the teaching profession. As 
stated above members of his 
family were keen on his be- 
coming a lawyer and he could 
not act contrary to their wishes. 
He joined the bar at Calcutta 
where his legal ability drew the 
attention of Sir Ashutesh Muk- 
herjee.

Tt is difficult to say when I 
first came into contact with 
Gandhiji. He forms part of 
my earliest memories and as a 
very small child I regarded him 
not as.a great leader but more 
as an elder of the family to 
whom I went with difficulties 
and problems which he treated 
with the grave. seriousness 
which was due to the large 
eyed and solemn child I was. 

Later, I disagreed with many 
of his ideas and had long dis- 
cussions with the usual, dogma- 
tism of the very young who 
think that they have all the 
answers. It is only as ones 
experience and knowledge grow 
that the widening of horizon 
brings into view an unending 
vista of fields to conquer and 
peaks beyond our reach or com- 
prehension. 

Even as I was thus arguing 
with him, I was amazed at his 
patience, his interest in _ and 
awareness Of the minutest de- 
tails and the real pain he felt 
at any wrong-doing. 

As I grew up I learned to 
understand him better and to 
realize how intimately he was 


in contact with the 

our country, their 
eir ideals and aspirations. 
his contributed in no small 

measure to his greatness, 

I came really close to him 
only toward the end, when in 
the aftermath of Independence 
came trainioads of refugees 
from Pakistan with harrowing 
tales of murder, rape and loot, 
which started off the nightmare 
of retaliation in Delhi and 
Punjab, 

I was new in Delhi. 
tiny baby and was far from 
well, but Gandhiji sent for me 
to work in the terror-stricken 
Muslim areas of the city. It 
was dangerous work and the 
one calculated to bring the 
utmost unpopularity, and yet 
one could not say “no” to the 
plea: “I trust you to see this 
work through. I have asked 
several others and they have 
replied “Yes, Bapu’, but I know 
they are still hesitating.” 

For months I spent over 12 
hours a day in the worst trouble 
spots. Whenever possible I 
went to Bapu to report and 
these visits gave me fresh 
strength; but on many davs 
there just wasn’t the time. On 
these occasions he would send 
a message or a flower. 

At last, peace reigned again 
in the narrowest gully and 
Hindu-Muslim neighbors were 


masses of 
thoughts, 


IT had a 


shaking hands and visting ,one 
another's homes. I was ex- 
hausted and on the verge of 
collapse. randhiji packed me 
off to Lucknow for a rest, with 
the wonderful words. “Now I 
know your education and your 
vears abroad have not been 
wasted.” 

Gandhijt always attempted to 
raise politics to a higher level 
and taught.us that religion and 
polities were not theories to be 
expounded, but to be put into 
practice by making them part 
of our daily lives and of our 
normal thinking. 

In India Gandhiji is still a 
living, because his personality 
is alive in our minds, and be- 
cause Panditji is following 
a path based on Gandhiji’s basic 
ideals. As new problems arise, 
the path has to be widened 
to accommodate new answers 
rather than that the questions 
themselves be changed or con- 
fined to fit into a rigid pattern. 
I hope we will not stray from 
this path. 

Already in some quarters 
there is a tendency to lay stress 
only on the outer forms of 
Gandhism -—- khadi prohibition, 
etc.—forgetting the fundamen- 
tal thought of the man, his 
wide tolerance and his breadth 
of vision. 

While Gandhiji was with us, 
Gandhism, like all great reli-

gions In the lifetime of 
founders, had a dynamic qual- 
itv. . It was living, growing 
and evolving. There was no 
set line to be followed, no ques 
tion of interpretation. Each 
policy was formulated accord- 
ing to the circumstances. 


Gandhiji's thoughts were 
steeped in religion and our old 
traditions and vet there was no 
narrowness in his beliefs or ac- 
tions. He believed in the fun- 
damental unity of all religions 
and said: 


“I do not want my house to 
be walled in on ali sides and 
my windows to be stuffed, I 
want the cultures of all lands 
to be blown about my house as 
freely as possible, but I refuse 
to be blown off my feet by any 
of them. Mine is not a religion 
of the prison house, it has room 
for the least among God's crea- 
tions, but it is proof against 
the insolent pride of race, re- 
ligion or color.” 


The last time I met Gandhiji 
was the day before his assassi- 
nation. He sent a message tell- 
ing us that he was free and 
would like us to come’ over. 
Just as I was getting into the 
car, our mali (gardener) gave 
me a jasmine veni (garland) 
for my hair. It was so fresh 
and fragrant that I did not use

For several 
decades, be was a member of 
the All India Congress Commit- 
tee and was elected member of 
the Congress Working Commit- 
tee In 1922. Since then he con- 
tinued on both these bodies till 
he became President of the Re- 
public, No words can express 
adequately the valuable services 
which he rendered ta the Con- 
gress organization, particularly 
in implementing its constructive 
program and in consolidating it 
on the lines suggested by Gand- 
hiji. On four occasions, he be- 
came President of the Indian 
National Congress and each 
tenure of office registered the 
country’s progress on the goal 
to freedom. On two occasions 
he took the rein for the presi- 
denship of the Congress in such 
a piquant situation as no other 
person would have dared to as- 
sume the responsibility. 


The first was when Subhas 
Bose resigned, Those who at- 
tended the session of the Alli 
India Congress Committee in 
Calcutta on that occasion will 
recali the tense and even dis- 
orderly situation prevailing 
there and Rajen Babu calmiy 
and serenely agreeing to under- 
take the burden. 

The second occasion was when 
Acharya Kripalani resigned the 
presidentship due to his dif-

Machine tool production stay- 
ei at a relatively high level 
throughout the first half of this 
vear in epite of a dectine in 
plant and equipment investment 
following the implementation of 
a tight money policy last year. 


The machine tool manufactur- 
ing industry suffered a serious 
demand shortage and a low level 
of production in the early post- 
war years, But things became 
better for the industry as the 
Japanese economy steadily re- 
covered from the devastation of 
the war. The investment boom 
from 1956 gave just the needed 
push to put the industry in full 
operation. 

A recent survey by the Minis- 
try of International Trade and 
Industry gives a clear account 
of this trend In the machine tool 
production in the 1952-1957 
period, 

Worth noting, along with the 
steady increase in the domestic 
production in the past vears, is 
that the import of foreign-made 
machine tools have been on a 
remarkably high level. 

The high dependence on for- 
eign products is explainable by 
the fact that obsolete machines 
which were used for longer 
than 15 yvears occupy about 70 
per cent of the total machine 
tools (600,000 units) existing in 
this country. Ninety per cent 
of the stock is held and operat- 
ed by manufacturing industries. 

Thus Japanese machinerv 
manufacturers have come under 
pressure to renovate their 
equipment in recent vears when 
tremendous progress Was made 
in the quality as well as manu- 
facturing technique of machine 


countries 

therefore, almost a lin 
necessity for Japanese iIndus- 
trial producers to Import ad- 
vanced machine. tools from 
abroad to push forward their 
modernization program, 

The Japanese machine tool 
industry has been handicapped 
by a narrow domestic market 
and a large number of small 
and medium-sized enterprises. 
These drawbacks resulted in 
inexperience in manufacturing 


tools In foreign 


Ww a %, 


and insufficient research for 
technical improvements, 
The Government made a 


rather belated start in the pro- 
motion of the domestic produc- 


tion of high-level, modern 
machine toois in 1943, Subsidies 
totaling ‘Y3S00 million were 


provided for the test-manufactur- 
ing of a certain varieties of 
machine tools up to 1955 under 
a three-year program, 

Because of these efforts along 
this line both by the Govern- 
ment and private companies, 
there was made a remarkable 
progress in the quality of home- 
rade machine tools, This caused 
orders for and sales of the 
Japanese machine tool manu- 
facturing industry to increase. 

For example, a high-powered, 
high-speed radial drill model, 
first test-manufactured in 1953, 
proved completely satisfactory 
in all its performance details 
with the result that the import 
of similar machine became 
unnecessary. The production of 
20-inch high-efficiency and high- 
precision gear hobbing drill also 
made the import of this type 
of machine unnecessary, 


Six-shaft ‘automatic lathes 
manufactured in this country 
proved a great contribution to 
the bearing industry. Optical- 
system boring machine first 
test-produced in 1954 were 
ranked with foreign products 
of the highest reputation. 

The Government also granted 
a sum of ¥25 million in 1955 
and ¥16 million in the follow- 
ing year for analytical study of 
efficient foreign-made machine 
tool products. 

Detailed analyses were made 
of the operation process as well 
as materials of high-efficiency 
millers, lathes, cylindrical grind- 
ers, etc., manufactured in for- 
eign countries under this pro- 
ram. 

Parallel with such 
measures, superior techniques 
were imported by concluding 
technical tie-up agreements 
with foreign machine tool pro- 
ducers. The Government also 
gave a total of ¥130 million in 
subsidies to 20 major machine 
tool producers for the import 
of good foreign products. The 


domestic 


Government, marked improve- 
ments were made in manufactur 
ing technique as well as effi- 
ciency of home-made machine 
too! products, This prepared the 
ground for a Jarge-scale expan- 
sion of production and sales 
during the investment boom 
starting 1956.

The expansion of markets 
and increased demand through 
the promotion of exports be- 
comes essential for the achieve- 
ment of a higher over-all tech- 
nical level. The stabilization and 
modernization of management 
are, in turn, essential conditions 
for the expansion of exports of 
Japanes®-made machine tools, 

in view of these requirements, 
machine tool manufacturing

was designated as a special in- 
dustry under the ‘Temporary 
Act for the Promotion of Ma- 
chinerv Manufacturing In- 
dustries. The current modern- 
ization plan of the industry set 
the production target at ¥2,025 
and calls for raising 
the quality and efficiency level 
by 20 per cent and a 20 per cent 
reduction in cost. 


Parallel efforts are being 
made by companies to conclude 
agreements for the promotion 
of specialization in production. 

A total of ¥2,025 million is to 
be invested in the construction 
of 290 specially designated 
plants and the modernization of 
other productive facilities of the 
industry during 1958, 

If the modernization program 
proceeds as scheduled, a total of 
408 plants will be either pulled 
down or diverted to different 
production purposes during this 
year.

Another piece of news in the 
machine tool industry is the 
over-all enforcement on instali- 


ment payment plans, It was 
decided recentiy that 20 desig- 
nated machine tool makers 


should start selling their pro-

Exports Show Steady Increase 


Machine tool exports have 
been steadily increasing for the 


past few years. 
This year particularly, 
machine tool manufacturers 


have been showing great enthus- 
lasm for machine tool export. 
This is because backlog orders 
held by machine tool makers are 
on the decrease, while their 
productoin level is staying at a 
high level. These orders were 
placed due to an increase in the 
domestic demand since last year. 

There is no alternative for 
them but to cultivate overseas 
markets in order to keep their 
production equipment running 
at full operation. 

The most promising export 
markets for the nation’s 
machine tool industry are 
Southeast Asia and Central and 
South Americas, Among the 
major buyers in the Southeast 
Asian market are India, Pakis- 
tan, and Communist China. 

At first, machinerv manufac- 
turers much coveted the Red 
Chimese market as a new prom- 


ising export market. But the 
outlook has been extremely 
clouded since the trade rela- 


tions between the two countries 
came to a halt. 

According to information 
reaching trade firms here, Red 
China-made machinerv has re- 
cently appeared on the Hong- 
kong market in large quanti- 


ties, Indications are that this 
Red Chinese machinery will 
make inroads into Southeast 
Asia.

Red China-made machine 
tools are highly developed tech- 
nically. Specialists point out 
that their advance into the 
Southeast Asian market is in- 
evitable, predicting a sharp 
competition with the Japanese 
products. 

India is the biggest machi- 
nery export market in South- 
east Asia. The Okuma Machi- 
nery Works, Ltd. and Tsugami 
Mfg. Co., Lid. are attempting to 
place their products on the In- 
dian market. The Okuma 
Machinery Works has decided 
to export its “knowhow” to In- 
dia for the first time under a 
technical assistance contract 
with the Indian manufacturer 
Investa Machine Tools and En- 
gineering Co., Ltd 

The technical assistance pro- 


gram is designed to help 
investa in the manufacture of 
lathes and boring machines. 


Undoubtedly, it will pave the 
way for Japanese advance into 
the Indian market. 

The Ikegai Iron Works, Ltd, 
is reported to be eying South- 
east Asian markets. especially, 
India, and the United Arab Re- 
public. For this purpose, the 
company is trying to effect a 
tieup* with the Daiichi Bussan 
Kaisha, Ltd. 

As regards India, Japan's ma- 
chine-tool industry is expected 
to give unified cooperation to 
the Japan Export Trade Promo- 
tion Agency in its project to 
open a standing exhibition in 
Bombay. _ This project, it is 
believed, will produce outstand- 
ing results, being coupled with 


India’s second five-year plan. 

A nique program intended 
to give effective publicity to 
Japanese machinery is now un- 
der consideration by the Minis- 
try of International Trade and 
Industry. It calls for purchase 
by MITI of machine tools at 
prices 25 per cent below the 
f.o.b. levels, The machine tools 
thus purchased will be present- 
ed free of charge to schools and 
research Institutes in Southeast 
Asian market for publicity pur- 
poses. 


Meanwhile, the Shibaura Ma- 
chinery Co., Ltd. has already 
pushed into South America, 


and the Makino Fraise Co. and 
Hitachi Machinery Co., have 
made an entry into Southeast 
Asia and Near and Middle East.

Only the biggest iron 
works barely managed to 
survive on orders from Govern 
ment-operated factories. 

The worldwide panic of 1950 
brought about another crisis in 
the machine tool industry. But 
the Manchurian Incident of 
the next year gave the indus- 
try a golden chance for tiding 
over the crisis, 

As the battle spread from 
Manchuria to China, the Gov- 
ernment itself realized the vital 
importanee of the machine tool 
industry in the nation’s war 
efforts and took positive meas- 
ures for protecting and foster- 
ing the industry. 

The outbreak of World War 
II in 1941 cut off the supply of 
precision and large machines 
which were formerly imported 


from abroad. True to the 
adawe that necessity is the 
mother of invention, the need 


for producing all kinds of tools 
and machinery in the country 
prompted an unprecedented 
development of the _ industry 
both in terms of quantity -_e 
quality. 

It was also during this per iod 
that big capitalists began to 
invest in the tool and machine 
industry. 

Some conflicts and contradic- 
tions were inevitable, however, 
because the phenomenal growth 
of the industry was prompted 
by force of external factors, not 
because of the maturity of the 
industry itself. 

To begin with, there was a 
tremendous gap in the techni- 
cal levels of the big enterprises 
and the smailer ones. The big 
enterprises adapted latest tech- 
niques on the strength of their 
rich resources While the smaller 
factories depended on outdated 
facilities and manual labor. 
The brisk demand during this 
period encouraged a tendency 
to sacrifice quality to quantity.

brought an end also to demand

But the improvement in 
Japan’s economic status from 
around 1948 and the beginning 
of the reparations payments 
provided the industry with a 
chance for recovery. 


According to a survey by the 
Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry in the fall of 1949, 
5L per cent of the. facilities of 
the tool and machinery plants 
were lying idle, 30 per cent 
were out of use, and only 19 
per cent were in operation. 


Many of the plants were hav- 
ing difficulty in even maintain- 


ing their facilities that were 
overly expanded’ during the 
war. The majority either sus- 


pended operations or took up 
side-businesses. 

The outbreak of the Korean 
War in 1951 opened the way 
for an end to the slump. But 
what really boosted the indus- 
try was the worldwide prosperi- 
ty that began in the second 
half of 1952. 

The enactment of the “Law 
for Streamlining Enterprises 
in the Shipbuilding, Iron and 
Steel, and Automobile Indus- 
try” speeded up the moderniza- 
tion of facilities. The Govern- 
ment’s special reduction of real 
estate tax for machine tool 
enterprises also made it pos- 
sible for the industry to make

ed around this time to produce 
in Japan machines which were 
formeriy imported and to 
reorganize the industry around 
specific types of machine tools.

The Association of Japanese 
Machinery Manufacturers _re- 
cently began research on the 
durable period of machine tools. 
The shortening of the durable 
period is likely to encourage the 
rapid replacement of equipment 
and plants and thereby have 
stimulating effects on the de 
mand for machine tools. 

All factors considered, orders 
for the machine tool industry 
are on the increase and produc- 
tion and sales will keep climb- 
ing at the present pace,

mittee of the Japan Machine- 
Tool Industry Association is 
preparing a comprehensive 
catalog of Japanese machine 
tools for diatribution among 
overseas markets by the year- 
end. 

Furthermore, there is an it 


creasing need for industry-wide 
collaboration to meet the grow: 


ing interest in the export of 
machine tools. 
Japanese machine tools are 


in a position to compete with 
those of American make in the 
Latin American market and 
with British products in the 
Southeast Asian markets. 


Under the circumstances, 
however, Japanese machine 
tools are so high in cost that 


Japanese makers are apt to sell 
inferior products at unreason- 
ably cheap prices without ex- 
pecting any further orders to 
follow up. This practice con- 
stitutes one of the serious ob- 
stacles to the cultivation of 
overseas markets. 

For the promotion of exports, 
it is essential for the industry 
to cooperate. This necessity is 
indisputable in the light of the 
fact that the U.S. machine ex- 
ports to Japan are being handl- 
ed through a single unified 
channel and that over 1C British 
machine tool manufacturers 
have an export association to 
take care of their exports to 
India. 


The JMTIA has set up a spe 
cial committee for the estab- 
lishment of an inspection organ 
to prevent low-quality products 
from flowing into overseas 
markets. As part of this pro- 
gram, the association is request- 
ing MITI to add machine tools 
to the list of export items sub- 
ject to compulsory imspection 
as provided for in the Export 
Goods Inspection Law.

India’s Union Territories 


Nestling in the north and east 
of India are the country’s four 
Union Territories — Himachal 
Pradesh, Delhi, Manipur and 
Tripura—almost equal to Cey- 
Jon in area, 24,148 square miles, 
and to Ghana in population, 45 
lakhs. 

People in the territories (ex- 
cept in Delhi) share, the same 
mountainous life, the same dif- 
ficult conditions and the same 
backward economy. Their re- 
quirements are many, ranging 
from a road to an improved 
plough. But their incomes are 
limited. The leeway had to be 
made from somewhere. There- 
fore, the Center has brought 
them under its own umbrella. 

The Parliament administers 
the areas directly through the 
Union Home Minister, who has 
an advisoPy committee of MP's 
and a few others in each terri- 
tory to assist him in matters 
of general policy, legislation and 
budeet, The territories have 
larger representation in Parlia- 
ment, unlike the other federal 
Governments which have yir- 
tually disfranchised the directly- 
administered areas, 

Center's Share 


To the territories, the foster- 
ing care of the Center has as- 
sured liberal grants. For 
instance, the local revenues of 
Himachal Pradesh, Manipur 
and Tripura do not contribute 
even JO per cent toward their 


total expenditure, In Himachal 
Pradesh, the Center's share is 
almost 65 per cent, in Manipur 
about 80 per cent and in Tripura 
more than 90 per cent. The 
Second Five-Year Plan's alloca- 
tion has trebled: Rs.4,541.7 lakhs 
from Ks.1,630.3 Jakhs in the 
First Plan. 

The per capita expenditure has 
also gone up. In Himachal 
Pradesh, it was Rs.36 in 1956- 
57, but it went up to Rs.58 in 
1957-58 and will be almost Rs.62 
in 1958-59, Similarly, in Manipur 
it came to only Rs.29 in 1956 
but it will be more than Rs.47 
in 1958-59, In Tripura the figure 
will exceed Rs.70 in 1958-59, 


More Roads 
One of the main needs 
of territories like Himachal 


Pradesh is a quick transport, 
which requires roads. Far flung 
areas are, therefore, being 
strung together to bring them 
nearer to each other and to 
the markets. 


In Himachal Pradesh a little 
over Ks, 200 Jakhs were spent 
on road construction in the 
First Five-Year Plan. In the 
Second Five-Year Plan the out- 
lay is double, of which Rs.156 
lakhs have been spent during 
the first two years of the Plan, 

Tripura, which at present is 
cut off from the rest of the 
country, is being linked by road 
with Assam through the Assam- 
Agartala road. More than Rs.200 
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sive inquiry into the conditions 
of industrial workers.

Rajen Babu is very Keen on 
improving Hindi and has been 
closely associated with the All 
India-Hindi Sahitya Sammelan 
and has twice presided over it.

Several Schools 


As the outside world reaches 
nearer to the territories, their 
needs, say of education, are in 
creasing. Manipur is now one 
of the few States in India where 
8O per cent of the children 
population is attending schools. 
In the last year alone the total 
enrollment increased by 10,000 
students, 

In Tripura the percentage of 
school-going children has gone 
up to 63 per cent as against 50 
percent in 1954-55, A_ poly- 
technic with civil and engl- 
neering courses has also been 
established. 

In Delhi last year, 34 new 
secondary schools and 46 new 
primary schools were opened, 
This year more schools will be 
added at an estimated cost of 
Rs. 70 lakhs. Schools in tents 
are being provided with build- 
ings, 18 of which were complet- 
ed last year and 21 will come up 
during this year. 

Stipends are being offered to 
train the local personnel. The 
Himachal Pradesh Administra- 
tion is giving scholarships in 
different courses in engineering, 
to 121 students, Manipur to 159 
students and Tripura to 44. 

Hospital facilities are also 
showing a rapid expansion, In 
Delhi, a new medical college is 
to start during the current year. 
Already the territory's hospitals 
have as many as 4,129 beds. In 
Tripura, a Rs.30-lakh hospital 
is being built. 


Deficit in Food 


Even though mostly hilly, the 
territories are making every ef- 
fort to add to their food produc- 
tion, rather low at present, 
More money, better seeds and 
improved implements are being 
distributed to increase food pro- 
duction. 

In Himachal Pradesh the agri- 
cultural projects cost about Rs28 
lakhs in the First Five-Year 
Plan; now the proposed outlay 
is more than’ Rs.70 lakhs. In 
Manipur it has gone up from 
Rs.0.9 lakhs to Rs.10 lakhs and 
in Tripura from Rs.4.6 lakhs to 
Rs.31 lakhs, 

Cooperative societies have 
also been started in all the vil- 
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lages on Delhi and Himachal 
Pradesh. In Tripura, a State 
Cooperative Bank has been set 
up and 51 credit societies have 
been organized. 


Land Reforms 


Side by side, land reforms are 
being effected and one of the 
schemes has already been intro- 
duced in Himachal Pradesh. 
Similar measures are under con- 
sideration for Tripura and Mani- 
pur. A comprehensive scheme 
for cadastral survey in Tripura 
at an estimated cost of Rs.133.7 
lakhs has also been put in 
operation. The rehabilitation of 
displaced persons is taking place 
through 27 schemes costing Rs.1 
crore. 

All along the effort is to let 
the people themselves take the 
responsibility of implementing 
welfare schemes. Therefore, the 
institutions like Councils and 
Panchayats, elected through 
adult franchise, have been set 


up. 

For instance, Delhi has now a 
municipal corporation enjoying 
vast powers and embracing a 
large area. In Himachal Pra- 
desh, Manipur and Tripura, ter- 
ritorial councils have been estab- 
lished and they have been en- 
trusted with the administration 
of welfare activities, such as 
education, medical services, 
agriculture, etc, 

In villages, panchayats are 
taking shape. Himachal Pradesh 
has completed the job while 
Manipur and Tripura are start- 
ing on it. Delhi will follow 
soon, 

Island Territories 


In addition to four Union Ter- 
ritories, India has some island 
territories, Andaman and Nico- 
bar and Laccadive, Amindivi 
and Minicopy. They are aiso 
the direct responsibility of the 
Parliament and, there, are be- 
ing given liberal grants for 
development. 

In Andaman and Nicobar is- 
lands, the Center is spending 
about Rs.2,000 per capita on the 
welfare of the people. In Lac- 
cadive and Minicoy islands the 
expenditure has gone up from 
Rs8.55 lakhs: in 1956-57 to 
Rs.10.13 lakhs 1957-58. 

The purpose of Center’s indul- 
gent and liberal attitude is to 
make up to help the people in 
islands and Union ‘territories to 
make up the leeway of genera- 
tions and come to the level of 
more developed areas.

Punjab State Museum at Simla 


To the Punjab State Muyeurm 
at Simla goes the distinction of 
possessing by far the richest 
single collection of paintings be- 
longing to what is known as the 
Pahari School of art. 

The bulk of these paintings 
once formed part of the Central 
Museum at Lahore, which, con- 
sequent upon the partition of 
Punjab in 1947, was also split 
into two parts, one remaining 
in Pakistan and the other 
shifted to India and set up tem- 
porarily at Simla. 

Some 880 original ersian, 
Moghul, Rajasthani and Kangra 
paintings Were. brought § as 
Incia’s share from the Lahore 
Museum. A substantial number 
of these belong to the Pahari 
School, which can be regarded 
as Punjab’s major contribution 
to the enrichment of art of 
India. 


Paharl paintings in the Simla 
Museum collection represent all 
the major branches of the art 
of painting which flowered in 
the Punjab Hills. There is a 
fairly representative number of 
paintings from Suijanpur, Teera, 
Basohli, Guler and Jammu, 


The collection includes por- 
traits of some former rulers of 
the Hill States. There are also 
paintings illustrating well- 
known incidents from the Ra- 
mayana, Mahabharata and other 
Hindu classics like Bhagavat 
Puran, Harivansa and Ceeta 
Govinda, 

In the course of the last few 
vears, many Valuable additions 
have been made to the original 
collection, Among the new ae- 
quisitions are more than a 
thousand paintings of . the 
Kangra School and its numer- 
ous branches, 

The enlarged collection con- 
tains more than 100.paintings 


dealing with Shiva and Parvaii 
legend alone. An equally large 
number depicts exploits of the 
goddess Chandi. The lyrical 
love tales of Radha and Krishna 
form the theme of innumerable 
other paintings. 

The museum is equaliy gifted 
n its collection of modern 
paintings. Practically all the 
major currents and tendencies 
are represented by outstanding 
works of such well-Known con- 
temporary artists as Nandlal 
Bose, Jaimni Rov, Sarada Ukil 
ancy K, N. Dhar, 

Graeco-Buddhist Sculptures

relates to the famous Graeco- 


Buridhist School of art. They 
cover qa wide range of what is 
known as the Gandhara Art 
Which flourished in the north- 
western region of prepartition 
India at the dawn of the Chris- 
tian era. 

These pleces, which include 
sculptures, fragments and dec- 
orative pieces jn black slate 
stone, are characteristic of the

‘64 Olympics Seen 
Certain for Tokyo 


LONDON (UPI)—Tokyo and 
the Austrian winter playground 
of Innsbruck are almost certain 
of being awarded the 1964 sum- 
mer and winter Olympics, an 
authoritative Olympic source 
said yesterday. 

The next Olympic Games, in 
1960, will be held in Rome and 
Squaw Valley, California. But 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee is looking beyond that 
target and will pick the 1964 
sites in ita meeting at Munich, 
Germany, next May. 

For the summer games, it can 
choose from a list of cities 
which includes Detroit and 
possibly Moscow. But a majority 
of delegates almeady seem to 
have made up their minds that 
1964 will see the first Olympics 
in the Far Bast. 


It is going to be Tokyo be- 
cause Japan showed the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee— 
which met in Tokyo last spring 
while the Asian Games were be- 
ing held—that it is a competent 
organizer of major sports 
events. Besides, the source said, 
the IOC still “owes” Japan an 
Olympics as one Olympiad al- 
ready awarded to Japan was 
washed out by the war. 

And it is going to be Inns- 
bruck for the simple reason 
that nobody appears to be ! 


willing to challenge the Austrian 
resort. It lost to Squaw Valley 
by only one vote the last time 
the winter games were award- 
ed. As of now, Innsbruck is 
the only candidate. 

The only threat to Tokyo 
comes from Detroit, the source 
said 

Detroit was picked as Amer- 
icea's official candidate by the 
United States Olympic Commit- 
tee earlier this month, although 
no formal bid has been received 
yet at Olympic headquarters in 
Lausanne, Switzerland. One 
drawback for Detroit is that 
the U.S. has hosted two Olym- 
pics—the 1932 summer games 
in Los Angeles and the coming 
winter games. 

Russia's reported hopes to 
getting the 1964 summer games 
and making a great propaganda 
show of them are not likely to 
come off, the source said. 

Talks of politics is taboo In 
the 10C and so the reason was 
that Russia is “too young .an 
Olympic country to be chosen 
as a games host now.” 

So far, reports that Moscow 
was going to run in the election 
have not been officially confirm- 
ed. The IOC has not heard a 
word on the subject from Mos- 
cow yet—and the deadline for 
applications will expire Dec. 1.

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Columbia Outsails 
Sceptre for Second 
Yachting Victory 


ABOARD COAST GUARD CUTTER OFF NEW- 
PORT, R.I. (AP)—Columbia swept to a second easy 
victory over Sceptre Wednesday in the second race of 
the best-of-seven seriés for the America Cup. The 


United States’ yacht led the Brit-! 
ish challenger by about two 
miles, 

The American defender quick- 
ly opened up a quarter mile 
lead on the first leg of the 24- 
mile triangular course, With 
Briggs Cunningham at the helm, 
the Columbia outdistanced the 
Sceptre, skippered by Lt. Cmdr. 
Graham Mann, It was a run- 
away for the faster American 
entry. 

A moderate southwest breeze 
sent the two yachts away at 
12:20 (0120 Japan Time Thurs- 
day) as they finally got the 
wind the Seeptre was supposed 
to like best. However, the Amer- 
ican yacht seemed to like it 
even better. 

Columbia was timed unofficial- 
ly in 3 hours 17 minutes and 
43 seconds. 

Columbia won the first race 
last Saturday. Monday’s race 
was called no contest when 
neither yacht was able to finish 
within the 5%-hour time limit. 
Wednesday's race was a resail 
of Monday's event. 

They will sail the third race 
Thursday over the windward- 
leeward course, six legs twice 
over, 


The white-hulled U.S. boat 
got the jump on her rival at 
the start on a bit of brilliant 
helmsmanship by Cunningham. 
Then, like a fleeting mirage, she 
sped to a runaway 11 minute, 
42 second triumph over a 24-mile 
triangular course. 

She led by more than three 
minutes at the end of the first 
lap eight-mile leg, and was 
ahead by more than seven min- 
utes at the second marker after 
a broad spinnaker reach. 

Instead of fickle wind which 
marked the first two races, the 
rival sloops started Wednesday 
in a brisk southwesterly breeze 
of eight knots which increased 
to 12 knots before the day was 
over. 


Sceptre, with her heavy bot- 
tom and questionable sails, is 
no match for the swift Colum- 
bia in amy kind of weather. 

Columbia’s superiority is com- 
parable to that of Harold S. 
(Mike) Vanderbilt's Ranger 
over T.O.M. Sopwith’s Endeavor 
It in 1937 when this race was 
last staged. 


Then, racing million dollar 
J-Boats, Vanderbilt won in four 
straight by lopsided margins. 
That was the best individual 
victory in the competition for 


the homely, bottomless silver 
mug. 
Mann, sailing master for 


Queen Elizabeth, was. outfoxed 
at the start. As the two yachts 
maneuvered before the starting 
flag fell, like two cautious 
gamecocks waiting for an open-| 
ing, the Sceptre got the favor- 
able position Columbia's tail 
and sat there. 

On the leeward side, she was 
in a position to dictate tactics. 
She sailed Columbia around the 
committee boat, still hanging 
doggedly on, and forced Colum- 
bia away from the mark. 

The British boat could have 


carried the defender back to 
Newport harbor if she had 
chosen. Instead, she peeled 


and headed off just before the 
flag fell.

Electrified Pants Figure 
Among Matsushita Goods 


For Japanese women, upset 
over a wave of purse snatch- 
ings, Japan’s Matsushita Indus- 
trial Electric Co. a fortnight ago 
brought out a portable burglar 
alarm that is carried in the 
purse, relates an article in the 
Sept. 29 issue of Time magazine.

Let us 
send our products to the peo- 
ple of the world in an unending 
Stream.” Employes then trot 
off to their work benches, but 
the uplift does not end there. 
{n their monthly pay envelopes 
are pictures of Founder Matsu- 
shita beaming broadly over 
additional mottoes such as; “Be 
frugal; save.” 

Matsushita himself came up 
by frugality and work that was 
hard even by Japanese stand- 
ards. Born in Osaka, son of a 
merchant who lost his kimono 
selling rice, Konosuke quit 
school in the fourth grade to 
go to work In a bicycle shop. 
At 17 he saw the electric street- 
cars come in, concluded the 
future lay in electricity, got a 
job with the Osaka Electric 
Light Co. His lack of educa- 
tion blocked promotion, so he 
saved and borrowed $95 to open 
a factory in his home. 

Maker of Fans 

There he and helpers turned 
out parts for a large manufac- 
turer of fans. On the side he 
invented and patented a new 
tvpe of plug (first of his 50 in- 
ventions), expanded rapidly, 
went into the manufacture of 
fighter planes during World 
War t. At war’s end the Oc- 
cupation purged him briefly, but 
by 1949 he was again yong 
full blast. Today he makes 28 
per cent of Japan’s radios, a 
high percentage of the TV sets, 
broadcasting equipment, a full 
line of kitchen appliances, mo- 
tors, transformers and other 
electrical supplies. 

Matsushita has few, if any, 
equals in vigorous defense of 
free enterprise. He once declar- 
ed, to a leftist’s assertion that 
profits are wrong, that a “minus 
profit [i.e., a business loss] is a 
social crime.” Like his opposite 
members in the U.S., Matsushita 
worries about taxes, frets over 
government interference: “Busi- 
ness skill cannot to be develop- 
ed effectively unless business- 
men have 70 per cent to 80 per 
cent freedom. In Japan there 
is about 50 r cent govern- 
ment interference.” 

His harshest criticism is for 
other Japanese businessmen 
who copy foreign goods with- 
out paying royalties. Says Ma- 
tsushita: “Other nations also 
copy, but they pay; Japan vir- 
tually steals. My company 
buys foreign patents or nego- 
tiates technical tie-ups with 
foreign companies, but the gov- 
ernment stares coldly and says: 
‘Matsushita, you are causing 
dollars to leave Japan.’ Such 
outmoded ideas will not make 
Japan progress.”

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The Warsaw Talks 


Although the United States and Red China resumed 
talks in Warsaw at the beginning of the week on the Tai- 
wan area crisis, there has been no let-up in the armed con- 
flict which indeed expanded into a fierce aerial battle on 


Wednesday. 


In this battle, the Nationalists claimed to have shot 
down 11 Communist MIG jet fighters without the loss of 
a single plane on their side. The Red air fleet was reported 
to number 100 planes, as opposed to the Nationalists’ total 
of 32 jets, but it was explained that the large number of 
Communist planes was no advantage as they presented 


better targets. 


It is reported that the tactics of the Reds revealed a 
sinister intention to drive the Nationalist planes over the 
mainiand—doubtless with the object of using the occasion 
for worldwide propaganda on the theme that the Nation- 
alists were launching an all-out attack on Communist China. 

If such were the intention the Reds seem to have suf- 


fered severe discOmfiture. 


It may not be without signifi- 


cance that the previous day the Reds had issued an “11th 
warning” to the U.S. forces in the Taiwan area charging 
that American planes and ships were violating Chinese terri- 


torial Hmits. 


It seems quite clear that Peiping, while 


consenting to the holding of the Warsaw talks. intends to 
maintain the grave tensions in the Taiwan Strait. 

While the United States is pressing for a ceasefire, the 
Reds throughout the Warsaw talks, so far as these have 
proceeded, have maintained their demand for a speedy 
withdrawal of all American forces from the Taiwan area 
as the fundamental basis for negotiation. Such an attitude, 
if persisted in, must mean the failure of the talks. 

Meanwhile, on the other side of the world, the General 
Assembly of the United Nations has agreed to shelve for 
the duration of its current session any proposals to oust 
the Chinese Nationalists or seat the Chinese Reds. Possibly 
the Reds were never very hopeful of success in getting 
into the United Nations or they might not have. started 
fresh trouble around Quemoy at a time when at least some 
countries were prepared to back their application: Although 
to the average observer Peiping’s actions seem most in- 
cpportune, it is probable that Mr. Khrushchev and Mr. Mao

the usual Communist objective of securing some eventual 


tactical advantage. 


What is certain is that the Communists are making a 


global effort to press, their cause, 


never cease to do. 


That, of course, they 


But there are periods when they step 


up the pressure and times when the world is bludgeoned 
into the expectancy that there is something bigger than 
usual in the offing. That, moreover, is in accordance with 
the policy of Lenin himself—still regarded as the master- 
mind of the Red revolutionary course of action. 
Whatever course events in the Far East are now des- 
tined to take, this country is bound to be vitally affected 


and the situation needs to be watched carefully. 


Foreign 


Minister Fujiyama is due back in Tokyo today and there is 
Nttie doubt that he will be faced with considerable criticism 
as having adopted a “peace at anys price” attitude toward 
Red China and the present blow-up. 

Mr. Yoshida’s call for a joint anti-Red move by Britain 
and Japan to combat the “growing menace” of Communism 
in the Far East may make it the more difficult for Mr. Fuji- 
yama who is felt by many to have been trying a little too 
obviously to run with both the hare and the hounds. 

Although constant vigilance must be Japan’s watch- 
word, we hardly think the present time invites much posi- 
tive action. The great objective of this country is, as it 
should be, peace but not “peace at any price.” Concessions 
made to the Red regime in Peiping, as both Britain and 


Japan can testify, have been met with rebuffs. 


But we 


think it wiser not to invite trouble with the Reds by hav- 
ing more to do with them than is strictly necessary. Mr. 
Yoshida’s somewhat pained cry of “Can't we do some- 
thing?” inclines us to answer “Not at present.” 


We believe that on the whole Japan’s foreign policy 
has been soundly based although we cannot say what im- 
pression Mr. Fujiyama has left behind him in Washington. 
We believe that close friendship with the United States is 
the best policy for Japan from every point of view although 
we do not want to be involved unnecessarily in any 


awkward situations.

Asahi Shimbun 
Welfare Ministry has 
made public its national annul- 
ty system. Our impression is 
that the Welfare Ministry-con- 
templated annuity system is 
“state-managed insurance” fra- 
ther than a social security sy5- 
tem. This impression becomes 
more justifiable when the con- 
templated system is compared 
with the Social Security System 
Deliberation Council's announc- 
ed annuity system plan. 
Furthermore, the Weifare 
Ministry plan failed to show 
measures needed to counter 
against the possible fluctuation 
of commodity prices and infla- 
tion in future. According to the 
plan, the Government will ap- 
propriate state funds amounting 
to some ¥65,000 million in fiscal 
1961 for enforcement of the an- 
nuity system.

The goverring Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party Thursday announic- 
ed its basic policy on compila- 
tion of a budget for fiscal 1959.

Dilemma of Cyprus

Since the Governor, Sir Hugh 
Foot, returned to Cyprus there 
have been further indications 
that the heart of the Cyprus 
dilemma lies not in London or 
Ankara or even in Cyprus itself 
but in Athens. Although full 
details of the discussions in Lon- 
don between the governor, the 
Prime Minister and the colonial 
secretary have not yet been pub- 
lished, the British Government 
is clearly determined to go 
ahead with its partnership plan: 

In other words, Macmillan 
obviously feels that the seven- 
year period of self-government 
will give the two communities 
in Cyprus the best opportunity 
that can be devised of settling 
their differences and ultimately 
solving the problem of self-de- 
termination. 

The Turkish Government and 
the Turkish community in Cyp- 
rus have agreed to this and the 
Turkish -terrorist organization 
issued a statement some time 
ago that it would not break the 
truce in the island unless at- 
tacked by EOKA. 

So far no. such attack has 
been made so that there has 
not yet been any revival of the 
violent strife between Greek 
and Turkish Cypriots which 
threatened, only a few weeks 


ago, to plunge the island into” 


anarchy. 

On the face of it, therefore, 
Macmillan’s dramatic visit to 
Greece, Turkey and Cyprus 
achieved at least a relaxation of 
tension, How long that will 
last is another matter which 
can only be decided in Athens, 

The main objection of the 
Greek Government to the Brit- 
ish plan is that it provides for 
the appointment of Greek and 
Turkish commissioners as from 
Oct. 1. The Greek objection is 
difficult to understand. Athens 
has never made any secret of 
the fact that it has actively sup- 
ported the Greek Cypriot case. 

Only a few days ago the King 
of the Hellenes identified him- 
self with the “430,000 Greeks 
who call for their freedom and 
right of self-determination.” He 
did not, unfortunately, see his 
way to condemn terrorism and 
vioience as means of achieving 
that freedom; nor did he point 
out that if, as he put it, “I see 
oppression fall on Greeks who 
want to be free,” that oppres- 
sion has come not from the 
Cyprus Government but from 
EOKA terrorists, the majority of 
whose victims have been 
Greeks,

Makarios. His claim to repre- 
sent majority opinion among 
Greek Cypriots may well be 
justified but he has shown a 
cynical inconsistency in condon- 
ing, by failing to condemn, 
those who have terrorized and 
murdered the very people he 
purports to represent. 


In bringing the Cyprus prob- 
lem before the United Nations 
the Greek Government will be 
hard put to it not to expose its 
own dilemma. For, by opposing 
the British plan it is in fact re- 
peliing the system of self-gov- 
ernment which takes into ac- 
count the preponderance of the 
Greek Cypriots and at the same 
time guarantees the rights of 
the Turkish minority. 

The principle of self-determi- 
nation has already been con- 
ceded. What the British Gov- 
ernment is not prepared to 
admit is that either community 
should be forced to accept an 
extreme solution advocated by 
the other. Whether self-deter- 
mination is to mean union with 
Greece or partition or some 
compromise between the two is 
something Cypriots themselves 
must decide and it is a decision 
that can only be reached when 
the stranglehold of terrorism 
has been removed and the two 
communities can live and work 
together in peace again. 

There is still time for the 
Greek Government and Arch- 
bishop Makarios to see the 
truth of this and to give the 
British partnership plan a trial, 


unattractive is that, having 

defied the Supreme Court on 

the original issue, there is no 

reason to hope that Arkansas 

will not also defy it on a sub- 

sidiary decision.

The fundamental vice of the 
situation is that the problem of

But there was a slim chance 
and Astrup knew that if he once 
gave up swimming even for one 
minute, he was lost. 


His faith and perseverance 
were not in vain. After he had 
been in the open sea for five 
hours, a passing ship spotted 
him and hurried to his rescue.
